20,000 Acres Sprayed In 


County for Bollweevils 


Ran across the following column in 
he Cross Plains Review where a 
couple there found a copy of an old 
Washington paper that shows just 
how skeptical of new inventions most 
people are. 
The story was originally published 
in a Boston newspaper in about 1865 
and then was reprinted in the Wall 
Street Journal and then later in the 
Everett 
Washington) Daily Herald 
The story concerns the invention of 
the telephone--that once upon the 
time luxury that has now become 
such a necessity in our way of lite. 
It seems that a German, Reis, first 
publicly described the electrical 
device in 1861, but it was not until 1876 
that Alexander Graham Bell first 
patented the invention for practical 
use. 
The clipping follows: 
"A man about 46 years of age, 
giving llie name of Joshua ( op- 
persmith, has been arrested in New 
York for attempting to extort funds 
from ignorant and supei st it ious 
people by exhibiting a device which 
he says will convey the human voice 
any distance over metallic wires, so 
that it will be heard by the listener at 
the other end He calls the instrument 
a telephone' which is obviously in 
tended to imitate the word telegi ap i 
and win the c o n f idence of those who 


k n o w the success of the instrument 
without understanding the principles 
on which it is based 
''W ell-in form ed people know that 
is impossible to transmit the human 
voice over the wires as may be done 
with dots and dashes and signals of 
the Morse code, a n d that, were it 
possible to do so, the thing would be of 
no practical value 
The authorities 
who apprehended this criminal ait* to 
he co n g ra tu la te d , a n d it is to be hoped 
that his punishment will he prompt 
and fitting, that it may serve as an 
example 
to 
other 
c o n s c i e n c e l e s s
